2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if a discount of 3% will be allowed on 
taxes paid on or before the first of September or a 
later date to be set by the Selectmen and if the sum 
of twenty cents shall be added to each poll tax not 
paid on or before September 15th. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget 
as posted. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Select- 
men to sell Property taken on tax titles. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to borrow the sum of $10,000.00 to extend the 
water line to the Parlee residence. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00 for the Grandview Water 
Supply. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for the Kancamagus Ski 
Area. }

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of New Hampshire Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated Chapter 252, and amendments thereto, relative 
to sidewalks and sewers and to ratify all actions at 
any: time taken by the Town and its Selectmen and 
agents relative to sidewalks and sewers.

~~ Through School Health Services of the Department 
of Health and Welfare, vaccine for the prevention of 
Tetanus and Diphtheria was given to the pupils in 
grades one, four, eight and twelve by Dr. Charles Al- 
thoff. Written permission from parents is necessary. 


This year we had the services of a Dental Hygienist 
from the Bureau of Dental Health who talked to the 
first six grades on care of the teeth. Films were shown 
to the fifth and sixth graders. The talk was very de- 
scriptive and interesting to the children. 


The yearly Tuberculin Test, formerly carried out 
in grades one, four, eight and eleven, is now being 
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done in grade one only. This new ruling came from 
N. H. Tuberculin and Health Association with the 
idea that follow-up work can be carried out more ef- 
ficiently. However, the tests will be done on any pupil 
where the Doctor or School Nurse sees the need. 


As has been done in recent years, two films on Can- 
cer were shown to the Senior girls and their mothers. 


For this Thanksgiving season, through Rev. Harry 
Flad, the Youth Fellowship group collected canned 
goods to be distributed to those in need. This was 
much appreciated. 


To the teachers and students of Lin-Wood High 
School I extend thanks for an extremely fine piece of 
work done for our Christmas program. 


Others who added a great deal to this program were 
the American Legion, both Unions of the Franconia 
Paper Corporation, Chamber of Commerce, Rotary 
Club, Knights of Columbus, Daughters of Isabella 
and the Littleton Lodge of Elks.
